Mr. Granger represents that small but intensely American 
group of citizens who have been able to keep their heads while 
watching the steps of the belligerent nations in their efforts to 
create factions in the United States. In his vigorous sketch of 
England's development from the days of Queen Elizabeth to the 
present time, Mr. Granger combines the clear vision of the true 
historian with the loftiest national sentiment and while he points 
out England's policy of world empire as a strong and successful 
yet unscrupuluous one, he does not fail to give a fine tribute to 
the English people as a nation. 
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
